REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for allowance of claims 1-13 is the inclusion of a measuring 
member for measuring the electrical property of the transfer member; and a transporting 
speed setting member that sets a transport speed at which the transport member 
transports the recording medium based on the width and the type of the recording 
medium inputted through the input member, and the electrical property measured 
measuring member. This is found in all of claims 1 -1 3, but not disclosed nor suggested 
by the prior art of record. 

The primary reason for allowance of claims 14-23 is the inclusion of a measuring 
member for measuring the electrical property of the transfer member before the transfer 
member performs the transfer; and a transporting speed setting member that sets a 
transport speed at which the transport member transports the recording medium based 
on the properties of the recording medium inputted through the input member, and on 
the electrical property measured measuring member. This is found in all of claims 14- 
23, but not disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record.
